but he declared property taxes are 
at the point of oppression and mo 
tor vehicle license fees are higher 
j than those in neighboring states 
and added: 
“ We are now collecting from the 
highway users sufficient funds for 
alt our road requirements, if we 
can nail down these funds by law 
for highway purposes only.

instance,

“ not considering the federal excise 
tax on new automobiles, the fed 
eral government collects from the 
road users of Illinois more than 
70 million dollars per year in the 
form of two cents per gallon on 
gasoline, five per cent on lubricat­ 


ing oil, five per cent on automo­ 
bile accessories and three per cent 
on truck freight, about one third 
of which is being returned to the 
state at the whim of congress 
Faith in Toll Roads

Indicating his faith in toll high 
ways and revealing his plan which 
would affect southern Illinois, the
